Office Doer Always Open. 

The master of these enterprises is a 
modest little man, net over 6 feet 5. 
When he is at home he may be found 
in a modestly furnished office in the 
rear of his company's building in Cham. 
paign. Fhe doors of the office are al- 
ways open, and McKinley: the million- 
aire and interurban railway magnate. is 
the same McKinley the Champaign peo- 
ple have known for years. His rise to 
affluence and politic! honor has not 
changed him one whit.

His ability is a financier led to his selec- 
tion as treasurer of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee 

Owing to recent legal barriers against 
corporation contributions to campaign 
funds, the committee found it difficult 
last year to raise money. .It was final- 
ly decided to “put it up to McKinley of 
Iilinois.”” He was given the treasurer- 
ship of the committee, with a request 
that he raise the necessary money to 
earry on the campaign. He went about 
the work quietly, got all the money that 
was needed, and his work received the 
highest approbation of the party lead- 
ers, 

McKinley is a great friend of Speak- 
er Cannon, who represents an ining 
lilinols. district. As the Speaker ap- 
proached his 70th birthday which fell 
ou May 6, 1906. McKinley suggested that 
the event b_ fittingly ceiebrated. He 
agreed to stand responsible for all the 
bilia, McKinley hag just returned from 
Panama, where— he took s his guests 
Speaker Cannon and all of the members 
of the Republican Congressional Com- 
mittee. McKigley paid the bills for this 
trip. Before ‘aking his seat in Con- 
gress, he went with the Taft party 


in his present field by purchasing the 
street railway systems of the smaller 
cities, rebuilding them and selling 
them out at a reasonable profit. Al! 
of his enterprises pay handsome divi- 
dends. 

Under the former management the 
Champaign and Urbana electric | raii- 
way system was a flat failure. The 
old manager made a sworn statement 
to the assessor that the company was 
paying its officers no salaries and its 
stockholders no dividends. McKinley 
bought it for $259,000, and tn the course 
of a comparatively short time was able 
to bond it for $609.000. The company is 
now paying a dividend of 17 per cent. 

McKinley goes on the theory that a 
railroad property has no intrinsic val- 
ue. Its worth lies wholly in its oper- 
ation. The first rule that he made after 
re-purchasing the Champaign ‘railway 
lines was in the nature of a general 
order to his conductors. It read: 

“Never question the word of a wom- 
an in regard to the age of her chila.”’ 

With McKinley a woman's word on 
this subject was a law from which there 
was no appeal.

“The Canadian financters were not 
troubled in the least over the flurry: in 
the money market,’’ Cangressman Me- 
Kinley said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at his office In.Champatgn. “They have 
every confidence in the stability of our 
enterprises, and are willing to invest all 
the money needed to carry them to a 
successful conclusion. 

Bridge Within Two Years. 

“We are preparing as rapidly as pos- 
sible to begin the censtruction of the 
bridge at St. Louis. Our engineers havea 
promised us to complete the bridge in 
18 months. My experience with bridge 
contractors, however, is that they do 
not always live up to their contracts in 
that respect. The bridge will certainty 
be completed and our lines will be in 
operation in St. Louls In less than two 
years. Mr. Smith, our manager at at. 
Louis, is looking after the details of the 
werk there.

MAKE THE ACT EFFECTIVE, 

The House substitute for all bills providing for 
the regulation of rates and charges of public 
utility companies now pending at Jefferson City 
embodies two special points. One is the creation 
of a commission appointed by the Mayor and ap- 
proved by the Council or Assembly, to investt- 
gate all facts and conditions bearing upon rates 
aud empowered to summon wiinesses and exam- 
ine books and papers bearing upon the question. 
The other point is a court review enabling a 
public service corporation after the enactment ot 
an ordinance fixing its rate, fare or charge, to 
appeal to the Circuit Court for review of the ac- 
tion of the Assembly. 

There is no objection in principle to either of 
these points. It is assumed that no Municipal] 
Assembly will regulate raies or fares without a 
thorough investigation into the facts and condi- 
tions bearing upon the reasonableness of 
rates and fares. Wuether this investigation 
shall be conducted by a commission or by a com- 
mittee of the Assembly, a mere question of 
expediency and efficiency. The right of appeal 
to the court on the question of justice in tne 
regulation of rates exists without a special pro- 
vision in the regulating bill. So long as ine 
right of appeal to the court provided for specific- 
ally in the meastre is directed wholly to the 
question of justice and does not include the com- 
plete revision of the rates fixed, the court review 
clause ig not objectionable. It.is freely conceded 
that no injustice is intended in the regulation 
of rates. 

But the vital points are justice and reasonable- 
ness from the standpoint of both the people and 
tee public service corporations. If the creation 
of a commission is made compulsory in the bill 
and the court review is specifically provided for, 
great care should be taken that these clauses are 
so worded that they will not admit opportunities 
for mere delay or the practical defeat of reason- 
able regulation. The principle embodied in the 
Federal Railroad Rate Regulation Bill, which 
limits the court reyiew to the question of justice 
without turning over to the courts the work of 
fixing rates, should be preserved in this State 
regulation act. The act should also provide that 
an appeal shall be passed upon by the Court as 
an emergency case to avoid delay. 

The gct should be made effectual for prompt 
and reasonable regulation by the Municipal As- 
sembly” ’ ,

RIS, KONG AND MENG. 
In hig address before Miss Hill’s select school 
for yo ladies at Philadelphia, on April 16, Mr. 
Jacob is. compressed the philosophy of the 
strenuous life into “four hitherto unspoken max- 
ims, which,” said Mr. Riis, “I will give as guides 
to young women,” viz.: 

“First, fit yourself for the work God intended 
you to do in this world and lose no time about it: 
(2) have all the fum that is coming to you; (3) 
gc ahead, do something and be Willing to take 
responsibility; (4) learn by your mistakes.” 

These hitherto unspoken maxims, as now spok- 
en for the first time by Mr. Riis, challenge, if they 
do not force, comparison with the condensation 
of the philosophy of Kong,‘as condensed by his 
disciples—Huey, Meng and others (580 to 317 
B. C.). 

As is known to most, Kong found the bread 
supply and the general food supply controlled by 
combinations. He became Imperial Inspector of 
Provisions, which responsible place, one of the 
most responsible in the Empire, he sought in the 
process of his promotion to the highes* rank as a 
Superior Man, at a time he expected to rise high, 
have all the fun that was coming to him and 
enjoy a good part of his official life by reform- 
ing the combinations which controlled foodstuffs. 
Perhaps he had ail the fun that was coming to 
him. He cauged great political disturbances and 
finally retired from office, having learned so 
much that he was known afterwards as Kong-Fu- 
Tse, or Kong the Philosopher. By a Caucasian 
variation of this name, he is now known to us as 
Confucius. 

His disciples—Huey, Meng and others—-strove as 
Mr. Riis now strives, to collect his maxims and 
condense them into the smallest possible com- 
pass for general convenience in use. Though 
King the Philosopher wrote nothing uimself. he 
helped as far as he could in this work. The four 
maxims given above by Mr. Riis are all be 
found in his different variations as he strove to 
put up sigus for the guidance of those who might 
follow along the road he was traveling to reach 
the final goal of the “Superior Man.” At last, 
rejecting all the rest as inadequate, he condensed 
his whole philosophy into the maxim: “Do noth- 
ing to anyone else you would not like to have 
someone else do unto you.” 

He argued finally that, for some. reason not 
clear to him as he confessed. all the people in the 
world, superior and inferior, will be obliged to do 
something and to learn by their mistakes, wheth- 
er they like it or not, and that for a great part 
of their life they are mostly unable to learn tn 
any other way.

This process is supposed to make for the “sur- 
vival of the fittest” at the maximum cost to all 
concerned, in reaching the maximum of work and

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“PEACE WITH JUSTICE,” 

In summing up the results of the Peace Confer- 
ence Andrew Carnegie elaborates his protest 
against Mr. Roosevelt’s reference to justice and 
righteoushess being more desirable than peace. 
first place Mr. Carnegie answers the 
statement that Nations cannot submit all ques- 
tions to arbitration, by showing that they have 
done it. Six nations—Denmark and The Nather- 
lands, Chile and Argentina, Norway and Sweden, 
have entered into treaties for that purpose. 

He meets the statement that justice is higher 
than peace by saying, substantially: ‘‘Peace with 
justice is secured through arbitration either by 
court or @, tribunal—never one of the parties 
sitting as judge in his own cause.” Finally he 
says: “Righteousness is simply doing what is 
right. What is just is always right; what is un- 
just is always wrong, it being the first principle 
of justice that men shall not be judges in their 
own causes. To refuse to submit to impartial 
judgment arbitration unjust; hence, not 
right, for the essence of righteousness is justice.” 
lt is only by law that the claims of justice and of 
right can be upheld. 

Mr. Carnegie has the best. of the argument. It 
is not love of justice, but self-interest which 
makes the nations hesitate to submit to arbitra- 
Lion. The progress of nations lies along the 
same road which marks that of individuals—sub- 
mission to law and the settlement of disputes by 
courts competent to apply sound legal principles 
to all questions at issue.

A ROUMANIAN LESSON. 

The peasant revolt in Roumania has been quiet- 
ed, it is hoped effectively, by the prompt action of 
the King, taking the side of the revolting peas- 
aunts against what he recognized as intolerable 
conditions, surviving from the Middle Ages, and 
made even worse by the cost of progress in the 
cliies which did not extend to the country. 

This has an important bearing on conditions in 
ihis country, as they are now being influenced so 
greatly by increasing European immigration. The 
New York World noted during the week that the 
vhysical standard among immigrants ts often sur- 
prisingiy high Many immigrants appear ngt 
only above the European standard, but even above 
that of the United States itself. 

This is noticeable also in the stalwart physique 
of imiaigranis for whom St. Louis is one of the 
vreat distributing points.

FARMING MADE EASY. 
E. B. Miner of Oriskany Falls, N. Y., has solved

But the worst result of any war is the heritage of hate that it hands forward. Men talk about the 
carnage of battle, and the bodies lying in heaps, and the sufferings of horses. Bad as these are, they 
are mere trifles, scarcely worth talking about, in contrast with the desolation wrought by handing for- 
ward at compound interest the hatred that lasts for 30 years between two generations after the rebel- 
lion and after the Franco-Prussian War, and after the Russo-Japanese campaign. War does sow the land 
with dragons’ teeth. The devil rides on a powder-cart. And always it is the working people that are 
wasted by war. The people who can least afford the drain have to pay the bills. 

Having destroyed every other argument for total depravity, there one that remains to be over- 
thrown—war. But fortunately the god of war himself has been wounded, and now falls bleeding on the 
crimson sands.

REDERICK F. SCHRADER, for- 
merly dramatic critic of the 
Washington Post, contributes to 

the Theater Magazine an article in 
wnich he discusses the interesting ques- 
tion: “Should the Critic Meet the Actor, 
the Manager, the Producer?’ Says Mr. 
Schrader: 

The actor meets the critic—when he 
does meet him—with diffidence, with 
misgiving, even distrust; and the critic 
meets the actor with a latent conscious- 
ness that he is compromised. Between 
them is an invisible wall that is seldom 
surmounted, The critic feels that he is 
conceding somethi of the dignity of 
his office and justifying a pogsible ac- 
cusation of being influenced by friend- 
ship or animosity in writing his im- 
pressions of a performance—and_ prefers 
to isolate himself from the companion- 
ship of the people of the stage. Why 
must the critic strain his conscience to 
such extreme? It would be considered 
preposterous to say that the book re- 
viewer should never meet the writer or 
publisher of books, or that the connois- 
seur of art who writes his opinions 
should run at the approach of the 
painter. May not the critle himself ex- 
pand under the infiuence of his asso- 
clation with the creators of all the ele- 
ments of beauty in the theater? Why 
must he perpetually occupy @ narrow 
tripod or immerse himself in the mo- 
nastic ethics of his asgcetic creed and 
never be a mortal among mortals? He 
will—if he is honest. He will—if he does 
not fear to state the truth when it is 
apt to embarrass him! 

The true spirit of criticism is not in 
the man who does not occupy the ju- 
dicial bench, Hstening to argument and 
handing down his opinion, without fear 
or favor, but hears a cause with his 
face muffled like a Ku-klux or cowled 
like the rude judiciary agents of the 
Holy Vehme. This is not the true spirit 
of criticism. It smacks of the bush- 
whacker. 1 am speaking in the charac- 
ter of a critic of some experience, not 
from the actor's or manager's point of 
view. I can speak of it because I my- 
self maintained this attitude of aloof- 
ness for a long time. I thought it due 
to my readers and due to myself. but 
I found that I was cheating myself 
more than the actor or the dramatist or 
the manager by my boasted rectitude. I 
wage living apart from a world in which 
1 was supposed to be a factor, a 
recluse from a cause which I was sup- 
posed to serve. | was writing about 
plays, about acting and the stage, yet 
doing what | could to avoid contact 
with them.

In accordance with this declaration 
Mason has described something of the 
eult or ‘“‘order’s’’ rites and ordinances. 
The first of these prevides that candi- 
dates must be baptized by immersion; 
second, a laying-on of hands as a con- 
firmation of the baptism ordinance; 
third, the ceremony of feet washing 
signifving humility: fourth, a celebra- 
tion of the Lord’s Supper. 

Those who become members of the 
cult are expected to adhere to the rules 
providing for the industrial regulation 
of the proposed cities. One-tenth of.the 
Surplus products are to be set aside as 
a reserve for missionary work. ‘The 
plan of work and service,’’ says Mason 
in his pamphlet, “is six hours each day 
for all, between the twenty-first and 
fiftieth years of age, six days of each 
week, six weeks in -every seven, . six 
months of every seven and six years of 
every seven; but the fiftieth year of 
age, or Jubilee Year, each will be free 
from the regular order of service.’’ 

Mason proposes that each individual! 
be allowed to engage in the different 
industries from time to time, according 
to his years and talents. The plan of 
the school svstem is industrial and of 
the government is patriarchial, there 
being seven divisions of the government 
and seven years of each division. 

Mason declares that while his propo- 
sition has brought forth some opposi- 
tion, he has met with considerable en- 
couragemgpt and itnends publishing a 
book outlining his plans.

ENGLISH GOODS 


Home Rule Denied, No Patron- 


age Will Be Given Tory 
Islanders. 





LONDON, April 20.—In retaliation ‘fo; 
the failure of the Government to estab- 
lish a “home parliament” for Ireland, a 
Systematic boycott has been placed on 
all English manufactured products in 
the Emerald Isle. The organization has 
the support of the “Sin. Fein’’ policy, 
the meaning of which is ‘‘ourselves 
alone.”’ 

In Ireland the term “foreign’’ in- 
cludes goods of English manufacture. 
The policy, therefore, consigts in part 
of Irishmen supporting only Irish man- 
ufacturers. 

A commercial traveler representing a 
well-known London house makes the 
following statement. 

: “IT have just returned from a periodi- 
cal business visit to Belfast. Dublin, 
and other parts of Ireland. My experi- 
ence, after several vears of good bust- 
ness, has been strangely unfortunate. 
My best friends were unable to give 
me any. orders, and in place of making 
sales of over $7500 my total orders did 
not amount to $260. 

Irish League Behind More. 

“On asking why my firm, whose 
goods had always pleased, was evident- 
ly being boycotted, I was taken aside 
and informed that buyers had been-told 
by their principals not to purchase ‘for- 
eign’ manufactured articles, as the 
Irish League had issued an edict that 
its policy of Iredand for the trish must 
be borne in mifnd, and, so far as poss) 
ble. only the home-made article would 
be supported 

“As I am not an Irishman 
not an Irish article to sell, was sent 
away orderless, my customers not de- 
siring to stock my goods, which, in a 
sense, had been blacklisted. 

“r did not fail to point out the ques- 
tion of retaliation, and that the many 
well-known Irish-branded articles which 
have an enormous sale outside the Em- 
erald Isle would suffer should this trade 
poyeott of English oods be continued 
In reply I was told that the Irish 
League was too strong to be disobeyed, 
and this from a manufacturer who ad.- 
mitted that two-thirds of his own large 
output Was sold in the London mar- 
ket,

‘Oklahoma, Texas and Kansas 
Have Suffered From 
Crop Pest, 








MISSOURL IN DOUBT 





Nebraska Has Brightest Pros- 
pect According to the Late 
Reports. 


Impartia! reports from the winter 
Wheat belt indicate that the green bug, 
Which has wrought destruction to many 
fields in Texas and Oklahoma, is making 
Serious inroads ‘on the wheat of Kan- 
sas, and that the cry of injury on ac- 
count of unseasonably cold weather the 
last few days is not warranted It is 
probable that the snow over a large 
port of the Western wheat field last 
week will be beneficial. 

Millers and grain men of good judg- 
ment and reputation for reliabilitv take 
issue with the assertion of Secretary 
Coburn of the Kansas State Board of 
Agriculture, that the wheat of that 
Biate is as yet unharmed by the green 
bug and the dry weather, and generally 
agree with him that tne low tempera- 
tures have noi had a bad effect. 

A dispatch from Lincoln, Neb... says 
the consensus of opinion of grain men 
and local crop experts is that wheat In 
Nebraska has not been appreciably 
damaged by: drouth, frost or insects. 
The report of the Burlington Railroad, 
Which is now being compiled, will say 
the crop of that Stxte-is in the best pos- 
gible condition for this time of year. 
This report will embrace conditions 
Since the first of the month. 

No Bugs in Nebraska. 


Railroad reports tend to the bright 
side of the story as a rule, but tn this 
Case the conclusions of the transporta- 
tion company are borne out bv both 
dealers in grain and the farmers who 
raise the wheat. The men who own the 
farims and watch the fields at close 
range deciare there have been no rav- 
ages from the green bug in Nebraska 
and that the pest has not extended its 
invasion so far north. 

A different tale is told of Kansas. 
There is conclusive evidence that the 
bug is working great harm ine that 
State. Private experts who-have only 
a scientific interest In the matter agree 
that Kansas wheat is suffering severe- 
ly and the outlook is discouraging. 

A Kansas City dispatch says a well- 
known miller, who drove seventy-five 
Milies through the big wheat belt and 
had excellent opportunity for a close 
Scrutiny of the fields, was unable to 
find a single field or a variety of wheat 
fn which the green bur-was not work- 
ing overtime. In some instances the 

st was not numerous, but its capacity 

r multipiyving tte kind made it a dan- 
gerous potentiality. 

The parasite which kills the bug is 
not found in Kansas. No distribution 
of it was made in that State, because it 
Was not anticipated the bug wouid ex- 
tend its incursions so far north. 

Kunsas Suffers From Drouth, 

ry weather in Kansas is becoming 
quite as menacing as the bug. The lack 
of -molisture, baked and cracked ground 
and a consequent weak stand in the 
drier portions have made wheat  Ppe- 
culilarly susceptible to both the bug and 
toid weather. There has been very lit- 
tle, if any, freezing weather in Kansas, 
according to the official repo Qe of the 
Government weather service, but it did 
mot need temperatures of that sort to 
affect wheat adversely in the face of 
Other unfavorable conditions.

Fipe of Peace Found in Old 
Indian Burial 
Ground, 


NEW ALBANY, Ind., April 20.—On op- 
posite banks of Silver Creek, near where 
the stream empties into the Ohio River 
between this city and Jeffersonville, are 
two mounds which mark the last rest- 
ing place of many an Indian brave, 


and from the relics found in_ these 
graves have been discovered evidences 
of Indian life that reveal many traits 
of the ancient red man. . 
From time to time the high waters 
have washed from the mounds many 
valuable relics. Some of the finest spec- 
imens in the famous Borden Museum 
at Borden came from these Indian bur- 
ial grounds, while In many of the pri- 
vate collections of persons in this city, 
Jeffersonville and Louisville are rare 
relics found about these mounds. 
Only a few weeks ago Albert Ruoff of 
this city found a perfectly preserved 
pipe ef peace, which had been washed 
from the mounds by the recent flood of 
the Ohio, and following this freshet a 
| number of other specimens of lesser im- 























portance were found by relic collectors. 


With thé Indians it was customary to} 


i bury with the body of a brave all of 
'his possessions, his pipe, his tomahawk, 
the insignia of his rank in the tribe, 
his beads and other trinkets, and from 
these relics the archeologist can deter- 
mine the rank of the warrior from 
whose grave came the specimen. 

From the mounds on Silver Creek 
have come specimens made from stone 
from the South, the North, the East 
and the West, which is taken as evi- 
dence oftraffic among the Indian tribes 
from all parts of the country.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., April 20.-—~As 
one of the resuits.of the recent inves- 
tigations by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission into Western land frauds, 
Attorney-General Bonaparte has un- 
der consideration an attempt to force 
the Union Paeifie railroad to return 
to tle Government all the millions 
of acres which remain unsold of the 
original land gfanted by the Govérn- 
ment to that railroad when it was 


being constructed in. the middle ‘60s. 

The original grant exceeded 20,000,- 
000 acres and there remains in pos- 
of the system a land area sufficient 
to cover the States of Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and Delaware, and still 
have a farm of nearly haif a million 
acres left. 

It is this 
lving in NebrasKa, 
‘Wyoming and Utah | 
torney-General may force the Union 
Pacific to return to the Government 
and which, in that case, would imme- 
diately be thrown open for settlement 
under the homestead laws of the na- 
tion. ‘ 

Immediately after the Interstate 
Commerce CommisSion’s investigation 
of the conditions Which have made 
posssible the monopoly in coal lands 
which the Union Pacific has main- 
tained for 25 years. Commissioner 
Prouty called upon several prominent 
attorneys who had assisted at the in- 
vestigation, to submit recommenda- 
tions for remedial! legislation or to 
suggest other means of dealing’ with 
the monopoly. 

Destroy the Land Monepoly. 


Those recommendations are now in 
the hands of the Attorney-General as 
a report from the Commission. 

“Destroy the land monopoly of the 
i'nion Pacific,” is the basis of this 
report. 

A paragraph of this 
deals with the land question says: 
seems that the conditions which 
tended the grant have all been evad- 
ed, disregarded or vitiated by fraud, 
or have lapsed by time.”

Invita- 
tions td the hobo fraternity in gen- 
eral had been widely extended in both 
local and city newspapers. But the 
weather was to blame. The hoboes 
who cume took pains to apologize for 
their absent brothers. 

“The reason there are not more of 
us,” said one, “is because the weath- 
er has kept us hugging the big towns 
for the last seven days. Some of us, 
of course, are in Jail, and had to 
send their regrets. 

As the real object of the hobo con- 
vention is to encourage all hoboes 
and promote their interests, it was 
only natural that all the _ visitors 
should receive the most cordial re- 
ception possible.

Panama Canal, The nonpartisan ‘“‘business’’ combine 
of the House of Delegates met yester- 


day in the House chambers and decided 
to unseat Speaker O’Brien next Tues- 


day at the regular meeting of that 
body, unless he agrees to name _ the 
standing committees aictated by the 
Democratic end of the combination. 

If O’Brien is retained as Speaker it 
will be because the combine respects 
his ability as a fighter on the floor. 
They may prefer to xeep him in the 
chair rather than give him the oppor- 
tunity of retaliating from the floof. 

The caucus was attended by all ex- 
cept two of the Republicans who voted 
with the Brennan Democrats Friday 
evening, on a motion to suspend the 
House rules for the purpose of _ pass- 
ing the combine slate over the Speak- 
‘er’s head. This was blocked when the 
Speaker ruled that a proposed change 
in any of the rules governing the ac- 
tions of the body must lay over for 
one week, which would have been until 
next Friday. 

Pressure of accumulating legislation 
in the Municipal Assembly has made 
the delay in organization embarrassing 
for most of the members, hence the 
decision of the combine to lose no time 
in enforcing its slate upon the whole 
body. What the combine ’will do if 
O’Brien refuses to assume the responsi- 
bility of fathering the slate has not 
been revealed. 

Regardless of the apparently solid 
front of the combine, the Wiedmer fac- 
tion of the shattered Democratic House 
majority does not yet admit defeat and 
even intimates that the present align- 
ment will not remain unchanged until 
Tuesday. Dwight Davis, who was 8e- 
lected as leader by the Republican 
House minority and then deserted by 
nine members of the caucus who gave 
him a pledge that they would act as a 
unit, is remaining quiet. 

To Coax Republicans. 

The combination effected by the Bren- 
nan Democrats and the nine Republican 
deserters from tue Republican caucus 

ledge has thrown the Davis Repub- 
icans and the Wiedmer Democrats to- 
gether. Negotiations for a combination 
were opened between them yesterday. 
No practical advantage can be gained 
by either unless they are able to coax 
enough Republicans back into the fold 
to give them a majority over the Bren- 
nan combine, which proposes to unseat 
O’Brien. 

Negotiations between the Wiedmer 
Democrats and the Davis Republicans 
has not gone far enough to enable these 
factions to frame a slate to serve as 
molasses for the deserting Republicans 
or the two Democrats now in the Bren- 
nan camp, who are known to be ‘‘on 


every year.

John Scullin and other St. Louls cap- 
italists are considering a proposition to 
enter a syndicate with Chicago and 
New York finandiers formed for the pur- 
pose of helping John R. Walsh, the 
Chicago banker, to regain his financial 


footing. 

According to a dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch from Chicago, the plan is for 
the syndicate to subscribe $20,000,000 and 
with this sum assume Mr. Walsh's 
debts to the Chicago cléaring house 
banks, in addition to financing the com- 
pletion of the Chicago, Southern Indi- 
ana Railway to connect with the Chi- 
cago terminal tracks. 

The dispatch from Chicago says the 


announcement was made there yester- 
day that the syndicate organization had 
been practically completed, that Mr. 
Walsh had just returned from a trip 
to this city and was arranging to start 
at once for New York to perfect ar- 
rangements at that end. 


Mr. Scullin’s Statement. 

Mr. Scullin made the following state- 
ment to a Post-Dispatch reporter in ref- 
erence to the subject yesterday: 

“It is true that I and two other St. 


Louis men have been approached with 
a proposition to enter in a syndicate for 
the relief of Mr. Walsh. 

“We are considering the matter now 
and may accept the proposition. It came 
to us only a day or two ago. Mr. Walsh 
was not here himself. At least if he 
was I did not see him, but the proposi- 
tion was made on his behalf. 

“T cannot discuss the proposition at 
length. It might disarrange the plans 
of Mr. Walsh and I have no desire to 
do anything that would injure him. 

“In a general way \l may say that 
the preposition is for a certain amount 
of money to be raised in St. Louis, a 
certain amount in Chicago and a cer- 
tain amount in New York. Farther 
than this I cannot go.” 

Mr. Scullin’s manner in discussing the 
subject seemed to indicate that he felt 
very friendly to the ‘proposition’ and 
also to Mr. Walsh. He declined to give 
the names of the two other St. Louis 
Capitalists approached. 

Heavy Chicago Subscriptions, 

The dispatch from Chicago, after an- 
nouncing the formation of the syndi- 
cate, continues as follows:

The East St. Louis City Council will 
decide tomorrow whether John 
Niemes will be allowed to make the 
assessment of East St. Louis property 
this year by virtue of his office as 
Assessor, to which he was elected 


last year. He was elected City Treas- 
urer of East St. Louis at the recent 
election, and has qualified for that 
office. 

It is contended that no city official 
can hold any other office under the 
city government during his term, but 
Mr. Niemes declares that he has a 
right to make the assessment, claim- 
ing that the Assessor is a township 
officer. He has employed W. S. For- 
man to present this claim for him 
before the City Council, and has filed 
a brief seeking to maintain this 
claim. 

The city officials say that while it 
is a fact that Mr. Niemes is a town- 
ship officer, the township Hmits are 
coextensive with the city Mmits; that 
the Mayor and City Council take the 
place of the tewnship organization;

Circuit Judges Adjourn to Gon- 
sider Brief Filed, 


The Circuit Judges who met yester- 
day in general term to discuss the ap- 
pointment of @ jury commissioner, ad- 
journed without taking action because 
a question has been raised whether the 
term of Commissioner James w.

Change 
proposed would create much disap- 
pointment and lack of confidence 
among people. Nothing would satis- 
fy individual tastes more than ac- 


ceptance. Look forward to time 
when I can accept such an offer, but, 
even if it fs certain that it can never 
be repeated, I must now decline. 


President Roosevelt replied as fol- 


lows: 
me “WHITE HOUSE, 
Washington, Nov. 26, 1902. 
“(Personal.) 

“Dear Will—I am awfully _ sorry, 
old man, but after faithful effort for 
a month to try to arrange matters on 
the basis you wanted, I find that I 
shall have to bring you home and put 
you on the Supreme Court. 

I am very sorry. I have the great- 
est confidence in your judgment, but, 
after all, old fellow, if you will per- 
mit we to say so, I am President and 
see the whole field.

Soon after his return to the 
nited States, Taft devoted himself to 
fighting for the passage of the Philip- 
pine tariff bill. He failed in this, and 
in the midst of the fight Justice Brown 
retired from the Supreme Court and 
‘President Roosevelt again offered him 
an appointment to that tribunal. He 
again declined, after talking the matter 
over with his 80-year-old mother. 

With the frankness and simplicity of 
a boy, he told his mother that it was 
A question of duty. He felt that this 
might be his last chance to go on the 
Supreme Court bench, but to accept the 
President's offer would be to abandon 
his unfinished work at a critical time— 
to desert the Filipinos in their hour of 
need.

Neither the striking teamsters nor 
the Employers’ Assocaition would agree 
to submit the trouble to arbitration 
and the State Board had no authority 
to force them to. The duties of the 





case if the parties volunteer to submit 
them. 

Cc. J. Doyle of Greenfield, secretary of 
the board, was closeted with the Execy- 
tive Board of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion several hours yesterday, while RB. 
EF. Shadley, the other member of the 
board present, spent some time with 
the teamsters’ union. The board mem- 
bers made no attempt to induce either 
side to submit to arbitration, but spent 
the time in making clear their duties 
and limitations. 

The Illinois law provides that if both 
sides refuse to submit to arbitration 
the board may investigate the differ- 
ences upon its own volition, if the gen- 
eral public is serlous:y affected. In 
that case it may issue subpenas and 
summon Witnesses and make public its 
findings, though it is not binding upon 
the parties affected to agree to what 
the board finds. Shadley told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter vesterday that the 
board would not investigate this privi- 
lege in the teamsters’ strike. 

The employers have organized thor- 
oughly and say they will never sign 
any but the old scale.

CANADA NO PROTECTION. 
United States Can Bar Lewis 
Papers if Issued There. 


That the regulations of the Postoffice 
Department will prevent E. G. Lewis 
from printing his magazines in Can- 
ada and mailing them into the United 
States at the second-class rate, having 
been barred from that privilege in this 
country, was stated yesterday by Chief 
Postoffice Inspector Robert M. Fulton. 

It has been published that Lewis had 
received an offer of financial assistance 
from a committee of Canadian business 
men on condition that the plants of 
the Woman’s Farm Journal and Wom- 
an’'s Magazine be moved to Canada. 

Lewis has said that the plan was 
“under serious consideration.’ The Ca- 
nadian second rate is one-half cent a 
pound instead of 1 cent as in this coun- 
try. That would have allowed Lewis to 
mail his publications at a lower rate 
than if he were allowed the second-class 
rate in the United States. 

Fulton quotes a regulation that, under 
the treaty with Canada. applies to the 
Lewis question. “The rule provides that 
the United States Government can re- 
fuse to transmit periodicals and news- 
papers through its malis which it would 
bar if the publication were issued in this 
country, except when stamped as mis- 
cellaneous matter would be. 

The Lewis controversy with the Post- 
office Department is over the _ with- 
drawal of the second-class priv lege from 
the two publications by the Postmaster-

SUT RECALLS DAIS 
OF BORDER WARFARE 


Kansas Man Says Pawnees Vio- 
lated Treaty in 1864 and 
Asks Damages. 


MARY SVILLE, Kan.., April 20.—Depo- 
sitions taken in Blue Rapids and Irving 
recall the pioneer days in Marshall 
County, when William Hewitt had @ 
arading Station on the Little Blue River 
at Sand Hill and Big Muddy crossings. 

In August, 184, his stock of goods and 
trading station were destroyed by in- 
dians, who, the trader claims, were 
Pawnees. 

At that time the Sioux and Cheyennes 
were on the warpath, while the Pawnees 
were supposed to be good Indians. The 
Government paid for any depredations 
committed by them, but not the hostile 
tribes. Hewitt claims that while the 
Sicux and Chevyennes were on the war- 
path, a band of Pawnees slipped down 
to his station and looted his stock of 
g00ds. He had hidden in a stone cave 
and fired on them, wounding one. This 
angered them so that they set fire to his 
buildings. 

Caleb Hurlburt and Mrs. Julia Taylor 
were examined at Blue Rapids and 
James Wells and Ambrose Shipp at Irv- 
ing. All are old settlers. Ellsworth In- 
galls of Albuquerque, N. M., appeared 
as special attorney for the Government, 
while J. G. Strong of Blue Rapids repre- 
sented the claimant. One of the issues 
is to prove which tribe committed the 
depredation, Sioux, Cheyenne or Paw- 
nee, aS the Government is responsibie 
only for the latter. 

James Wells and Robert Smith were 
returning with ox teams from Denver, 
where they had freighted some grain, 
and met in the vicinity of the Big Mud- 
dy crossing, a Mormon emigrant train. 
Soon after passing them, Indians at- 
tacked the Mormons, massacreing them 
and stealing their cattle. The claimant 
desires to prove that these Indians were 
Pawnees, supposed at the time to be 
good Indians. 

Hewitt is now in feeble health, resid- 
ing at Santa Barbara, Cal., and is a 
member of the Latter Day Saints’ 
Church, of which at one time he was a 
leader. This church has taken up his 
claim and is assisting to prosecute it.

He 
was admitted to the bar of Missouri in 
1879. He has served as County Judge of 
Rond County. was presidential elector 
in 1884. and Gov.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Apri] 29. 
HE question of filling the Gover- 
7 nor’s office before the end of this 
legislative session, now less than 
three weeks off, is worrying the 35 
members of the Senate, who have to 

solve it. 

Gov. Little has been absent from the 
State since the first week of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, being stricken with 


nervous prostration the day after fin- 
ishing his inaugural address to the 
joint assembly. 

John Ike Moore, president of the Sen- 
ate, was called to act as Governor pro 
tem during the absence of Gov. Little, 
and has served since. 

Conflicting provisions of the statutes 
are responsible for the doubt as to 
what will be the proper procedure if 
Gov. Little shall be unable to return 
and take charge of the office at the end 
of the session, which seems probable. 

The Constitution of the State has nev- 
er been invoked for a like condition, and, 
heretofore, the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
elected in the Senate from a first-term 
division of the upper legislative body, 
has held the office of Governor at such 
rare intervals as to make the honor an 
empty one. 

One provision of the statute declares 
that, before adjourning, the Senate 
shall elect a Lieutenant-Governor, id 
then defines his duty as being the tak- 
ing charge of the office of Governor In 
case of the latter’g incapacity or ab- 
sence from the State. 

The Constitution also authorizes the 
Senate fo elect a president at the be- 
ginning of each legislative session, who 
shall, during the disabi'ity of the Gov- 
ernor, act as Governor pro tem, 

Who Shall Be in Authority. 

The question is: Whose authority as 
between the Governor pro tem, or the 
Lieutenant-Governor, nese be supreme

Joint Medical Council of the St. 
|ouls -Medical Society and the Board 
of Health have come to loggerheads 
vver the question of the proposed reform 
in the control of municipal hospitals, 
April 3 the Council wrote to the board, 
asking indorsement of its plan, and de- 
‘laring that the co-operation of the 
board would be of material assistance in 
the reform... To this the board replied 
April 3 that it was a purely administra- 
tive ‘body, having no jurisdiction in 
matters of this kind, and saying noth- 
ing eould be gained by further discus- 
sion of the subject. 

The Council answered this with a let- 
ter in which it declared that ‘‘the pres- 
ent system admits of the vilest prosti- 
tution of the “gm of the city’s charges 
to the persona interests of a few ap- 

yintees,”’ and pointing out that certain 
bills fathered by the board have in the 
past been introduced into the Municipal 
Assembly and have been passed on the 
board's Sohoteament. 

Request for Co-Operation. 

The matter now rests here, and the 
Council is awaiting another answer by 
the board. The correspondence in full 
- on the matter follows:

Gentlemen—The movement for re- 
form in the system of management 
and control of the municipal hospit- 
als, as advocated by the Joint Med- 
ical Council, is one in which we 
should like to feel that we have the 
co-operation and indorsement of the 
Board of Heaith. It is too big and 
important a matter to be hampered 
by any inharmonious actions.

Hadley Submits Opinion Clear- 
ing Up Doubt About New 


Building. 





Special to the loat-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, 
torney-General Hadley submitted to 
the General Assembly today an opin- 
ion replying to the resolution passed 
by the House last Wednesday, inquir- 


ing whether there was any legal obli- 
xation on the part of the State to pay 
for the completion of the new 8Su- 
preme Court Building The Legisia- 
lure wanted to know in view of the 
fuct that work amounting to about 
$160,000 over the amount specified in 
the contract vet remained to be per- 
iormed, whether the Assembly could 
without violating the spirit of the 
Constitution authorize that additional 
appropriation. 

Gen. Hadley holds that such an ap- 
propriation would be clearly within 
the authority of the Legislature. He 
reviews the facts incident to the let- 
ting of the original contract by the 
Supreme Court Commission and the 
doing of additional work thereon by 
the contractor, clearing up misap- 
prehension that had existed in the 
minds of the legislators concerning 
the matter. 

The opinion recites that the only 
additional work the commission had 
authorized was the construction of 
Judges benches, which was not a 
part of the original contract, or pro- 
vided for by the original act, the in- 
sertion of a telephone system, plac- 
ing a skylight in the library and a 
few other changes in construction 
that were recommended by the archt- 
tect and the contractor, amounting to 
$41,700. The Attorney-General holds 
that there is no legal obligation on thea 
part of the State, or any representa- 
tive thereof, to p: Ly for this additional 
work in the sense that a legal action 
could be maintained on the part of the 
contractors therefor against the State 
or any of its representatives. The 
opinion says: 

“In order that this statement may be 
entirely clear and fair to all parties 
concerned, it should be explained that 
it is not within the power of the exec- 
utive, legislative or judicial de part- 
ments of the State Government to cre- 
ate a legal obligation on the part of 
the State to pay money, except in three 
emergencies mentioned ‘In the Constitu- 
tion, article 4, section 44, unless an ap- 
propriation has first been made for said 
purpose. A subject cannot sue his sove- 
reign; a citizen of the State cannot 
maintain an action against the State 
for labor performed or material  fur- 
nished for the benefit of the State, how- 
ever meritorious or necessary may have 
been his act in doing the work, or in 
furnishing the material, unless an act 
has first been passed authorizing the 
doing of the work and the payment 
thereof.”’ 

No Violation of Statute. 

In answer to the second inquiry, as 
to whether it would be a violation of 
the Constitution and taws of the State 
for the Legislature to pay for this 
work, the Atterney-General holds that 
it would not be a viotation of any ‘pro- 
vision of the Constitution and laws of 
the State for the Legislature to make 
such appropriation. He says: 

“In the case now before you, no claim 
against the State, under any agreement 
Or contract, is presented for which an 
appropriation is asked to be made. The 
additional work done by the contractor 
was not done under an agreement or 
contract that the same should consti- 
tute a claim against the State, but, on 
the other hand, was done under an 
agreement made, in writing, at the time 
that the same should not constitute a 
claim against the State or any repre- 
sentative thereof. The case is exactly 
the same as if the contractors had, with- 
out any appropriation whatever, con- 
structed the building complete and suit- 
able for the Supreme Court Building and 
offered to sell it to the State. The 
Legislature has the same right to pay 
od the aditional work done upon this 
nuNding that it would have in any in- 
-any 
other property for the S.ute. So far as 
the legal situation is concerned, the 
case is exactly the same as that which 
has come before every Legislature when 
an appropriation is asked for to pay the 
expenses of the various departments of 
the State incured in excess of the ap- 
propriation made ...crefor. There is no 
legal obligation upon the part of the 
State to pay for such expenses, and yet 
every Legislature as, as a part of its 
business, passed a so-called deficiency 
appropriation bill.’’ 

The Attorney-General then calls atten- 
tion to the fact that this appropriation, 
after full discussion was made by the 
regular session of the Legislature, and 
that considerations of fairness would in- 
dicate the advisability of its re-enact-

He Will Be Prosecuted to the 
Limit Unless Roosevelt 
Should Interfere. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
f the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—The inves- 
tigation of the alleged illegal and fraud- 
ulent land transactions in which Senator 
William E. Borah of Idaho is said to 
have been interested and for which he 
is said to have been indicted, will be in- 
exorably continued. The Senator-elect 
will be vigorously prosecuted wnless 
> resident Roosevelt or Attorney-General 
Bonaparte give positive instructions to 

the contrary. 

This is the determination of Norman 
M. Ruick, United States Attorney for 
Idaho, who is now here for consultation 
with administration officials regarding 
his future course in connection with the 
torah land scandal, 

The attitude and intention ef Mr 
2uick have not been modified or 
changed by the declaration that Sena- 
tor-elect Borah has urged the President 
to interfere and prevent Mr. Ruick from 
continuing his prosecution. While the 
United States Attorney will 
concerning the matter, 
he adheres to his original purpose and 
will proceed unless stopped by his supe- 
riors here. 

District Attorney Ruick has brought 
with him all the evidence collected 
against Senator-Elect Borah yee on 
which it is proposed to base legal pro- 
ceedings which he will lay before the 
President and Attorney-General Bona- 
parte. He will explain his case in de- 
tail and the decision as to his future 
course will then rest with the President 

and Mr. Bonaparte. 

The President has been urged to pre- 
vent any action being taken against Mr. 
Borah for the reason that he repre- 
sents the State of Idaho in criminal 
proceedings pending against Haywood, 
Mover and Pettibone, officers of the 
Western Federation of Miners, 
with the responsibility for the assas- 
sination of former Gov. Steunenberg. 

It is believed here that the President 
will not interfere in the matter, as the 
prosecution of the Federation's officials 
is purely an affair in which the State 
of Idaho is interested. In addition, the 
indictment against Senator-Elect Borah 
is said to have been returned by a 
Federal grand jury and it is not con- 
sidered probable that the President 
would care to interfere in a case of that 
character.

to a locality on the Clayton road 
just west of the old North and South road in 
St. Louis County and near the Oountry Club. 
The name arises from the numerous serious 
accident@ that have recently occurred there. 

“Death. Valley” consists .of a declivity on 
either side of the road, into which automobiles 
slide. The road is built up.across this valley 
and there is no protection of any sort’ to keep 
an automobile from “skidding’’ over the -em- 
bankment once it starts. The road‘is so-nar- 
row that it is almost impossible-for two-auto- 
mobiles to pass and entirely’ so unless they 
run at a very slow speed. 

Alfred Burton, a coachman for’ Selwyn C. 
Edgar of 4379 Lindell avenue, was‘ killed in 
Death Valley last summer while:taking a ride 
with Howard Washington, Mr. Edgar’s chauf- 
feur. In the car with Burton-and Washington 
were Mrs. Burton and three children, John 
Sweet, hostler at the Edgar home; Gussie Frey 
and Clara Petzer, friends of Mrs. Burton, and 
two men besides. Sweet was seriously injured. 
suffering a broken leg and internal injuries. All 
the others were slightly injured. 

A number of other accidents, have occurred at 
this point, and chatffeurs about St. Louis 1n- 
sist that knowledge of several quite serieus ones 
there has never become public. Participants 
in some of these were well known St. Louis peo 
ple who made every effort to avoid publicity. 
Other accidents, like the one in which Burton 
was killed, occurred when chagpiffeurs have taken 
an employer’s machine out without his know!l- 
edge. 

For 800 yards the road is raised across the 
valley to a height of from ten to twenty feet. 
At the bottom is brush and one side a fence. 
The drop is very abrupt—enough so that when 
a car once slides over the edge there is no 
chance for it to be saved. Clayton road {s one 
of the popular automobile drives for St. Louts 
people. The road itself is well built, so far as 
the bed is concerned, and the route is a pic- 
turesque one. Because of this, “Death Valley’ 
is doubly dangerous.. 

During the day it is possible for chauffeurs 
te exercise caution. They can see their way 
plainiy and determine just what is ahead of 
them. Hundreds of automobiles pass over 
Clayton road by night every week, however. 
and on-flunday nights alone dozens come and go

HE end of ‘‘French 8t. 
Louis,’’ the last of the 


romantic origin of this 
city, typified by the local extinc-

New Orleans, was the suggestion 
of the statement circulated in 
this city a few days ago that the 
French had finally disappeared 
in Oarondelet. Upon investiga- 
tion it has been found that the 
statement was substantially true, 
although a small remnant of the 
original French ‘population still 
remains. | 


BDOPLA, outside of Bt. Leuls think 
of this city as French in its ori- 
gin, French in its early develop- 

ment and largely French in the com- 
ponents of its leading soolety today. 
There is a widespread belief in the 
United States that French is spoken on 
the etreete of Bt. Louis just as in fact 
it was spoken on the streets of Florisant 
up to a few years ago. 

In the minds of the general American 
public St. Louis as to its origin is 
identified with New Orleans. People 
who never have been here know that 
we have many French names for streets 
and other places, like Cote Brilliante, 
Creve Coeur, Duchouguette, De Sali- 
viere. De Hodiamont, Cneuteau, 
Garesche, Gravois, Laclede, Marceau. 
There names are just as individual and 
charecteristic as the old Engtish 
names in Virginia and on the eastern 
shore of Maryland like Princess Anne, 
William and Mary. Henrico, Duke of 
Gloucester and Albemarle. 

Think St. Louis French City. 


People in other states encounter these 
St. Louls French names in books like 
“The Crisis’ and in works treating of 
the history of Bt. Louis and the de- 
velopment of the Micsissippi Vafley. 
They know that in the early days pub- 
lle documenta here were written in 
French, that early St. Louis soclety got 
ite manners and ite language from 
Paris and that down until very recent 
times the land hereabout in all official 
documents and transfers was desig- 
nated by “arpents” instead of by acres 
ur rods. 

A great number of people in the 
United States believe there are “French 
streets” In Bt. Louls where nothing but 
_ French is spoken, that the stores have 
_ French signs and that entire sections

ment is now made that what are some. 
times spoken of as “the old French 
families’’ in St. Louts society do not 
speak or understand French, that the 
majority of them never have been in 
France and know very little about . it, 
and that the amount of French blood 
even amongst these so-called “French 
families” is comparatively small. Yet 
the idea prevails in many cities that 
society in St. Louis is like soclety in 
New Orleans—a curious mixture“ of 
French and American in language, hab- 
its and customs. 

Many 8t. Loulsans today are under 
“the French superstition.” While they 
do not imagine that French is spoken 
on the streets they have a vague idea 
that there are an immense number of 
French families living in South St. 
Loulg and that {n the old parts of the 
town many French customs prevail. 
This appears to be a whivlly mistaken 
idea. Strangers coming t6 8t.. Louls 
almost invariably ask tu be shown the 
French quarters of the city and some 
of the old French houses and they are 
erievously disappointed when they 
discover that French St. Louts only 
exists in thelr imagination. 

French Not a Factor Now. 

The French as a factor in daily life 
have @isappeared in St. Louis. This 
does not mean that the impress of 
their adventurous spirit and their ele- 
gunt manners has vanished. But it 
does mean that there is no such thing 
as French 8t. Louis in the dally life 
of the city at the present time. 

Down in old Carondelet, where ‘a 
handful of a half-dezen or more are 
all that are left of the great French 
population which resided there at one 
time, one old lady, Mme Eugenie 
Erard, eits knitting outside her son’s 
shop like the women of the French 
Revolution described by Dickens in 


‘the “Tale of Two Cities,” watching 


the passing of a race that is great fn 
history. She sees the last of her peo- 
ple in this city of thelr adoption and 
she goes to the very reet ef the mat- 
ter in her explanation when she says: 

“The French don’t succeed in this 
country. They go to pieces. They are 
too proud,” 

Mme. Brard might have gone fur. 
ther and stated with truth that the 
French do not succeed as colonizers 
in any country. France's foreign col- 
onies have all been fatlures. 

















France was dominant in the entire 
Mississippi Valley and there is hardly 
a vestige left today of her occupation. 
There never were more daring explor- 
ers and more unsuccessful colonizers 
than the French. 

Carondelet was essentially French, 
as its name implies. Its settlement 
dates’ from 1767, in which year Clem- 
ent Delor de Treget, a native of 
Quercy, in the ancient province of 
Gulenne and Perigord in France, of 
an old family of position and an of- 
ficer in the service of France, came 
up from Ste. Genevieve and selected 
this location for a stone house which 
he built. This became the nucleus of 
a little village which was at first 
called ‘“‘Catalan’s Prairie,” and which 
contained 60 houses at the time of its 
transfer to the United States, in 1804. 

The town was incorporated in 1832 
and the blocks were made “300 French 
feet square,” as they were in the old 


original village. It was called Louts- 
bourg from 1790 to 1794, when the 


name was changed to Carondelet, af- 
ter Baron de Carondelet, Governor- 
General at New Orleans at that time. 

A nick-name for the village was 
“Vide-Poche,” or “Empty Pocket,” being 
a sort of term of friendly derision de- 
rived from the general poverty of its 
inhabitants, whose sole supply of ready 
cash with which to pay for the two 
most {important items in their current

Many old French houses in 
Carondelet have lost their iden- 
tity by additions and altera- 
tions. Scores of them became 
dilapidated and were long ago 
torn down. 








was obtained by the sale of firewood 
in St. Louis. In the old Spanish days 
the head of the town was a syndic or 
deputy of the commandant at St. Louls. 
The first brick house was erected in 
Carondelet in 1859. Although the place 
was essentially French, the first Mayor 
of Carondelet was an Irishman, James 
B. Walsh. The inhabitants all attended 
mass in St. Louis until 1823, when a 
small church of logs was built in Ca- 
rondelet. The convent of the Sisters of 
St. Joseph was established in Caronde- 
let in 1837 by Sisters Marie Pomarel (aft- 
erwards styled Madam Celestine, the 
first Lady Superior), Antoinette Font- 
bonne, Marie Fontbonne and Marguerite 


Bonte, all from France. 

Among the early French families resi- 
Carondelet were the following 
Barada, Boucher, Chartrand, 
Chouquet, Courtois, Catalan, Dubreull, 
Fournier, Gamache, Guion, Hunaud, 
Honore, Laland, Lapuente, Lemay, Le- 
febre, Loisel, Ladouceur, Marechal, Ma- 
Pourcelli, Pujol, Roy, Salle, La- 
joie, Tabeau, Tinon, Valle and Vien. 
Almost all of these names have now 
disappeared from Carondelet. 

The immense Germanic immigration 
into St. Louis which has swept the 
French away had already begun before 
the Civil War.

came a part of the city of St. Louis, 
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and Capt. Fuchs, the City Register, of 
German descent, went down there to 
take over the place. The following ac- 
count of what he discovered has been 
pointed out as a good illustration of 
the French method of colonization and 
doing business: 

“Yesterday morning Capt. Fuchs, ac- 
companied by City Engineer Bishop and 
his clerk, visited Carondelet for the 
purpose of taking formal possession of 
the books, records, archives, money and 
other property of that ex-corporation. 
Capt. Fuchs was armed with a written 
order for Mayor Cole. The delegation 
were absent nearly all day. 

“Captain Fuchs returned to St. Louis 
late yesterday evening. According to 
his statement, he found things in a 
singularly confused condition and the 
ex-officials did not appear prepared to 
furnish precise information respecting 
their departments. At the office of 
August Gamache, city treasurer, Capt. 
Fuchs found that the cash asset of Ca- 
rondelet consisted of $1 in two 50 cent 
netes of which he formally took posses- 
sion. Only ene book was found in the 
City Treasurer’s office.” 

Madame Erard, whose full name is 
Donzelot Marie Eugenie Erard, is one 
of the. most interesting inhabitants of 
Carondelet and one of the mest re- 
markable characters in 8t. Leuts. Al-

NCLE SAM not only takes good 
U care of his soldiers and sallors 

during life, but also sees that 
they are not forgotten after death. 
In other words, the United States Gov- 
ernment provides a tombstone for ev- 
ery soldier and sailor who “shuffles off 
this mortal coil,” upon application be- 
ing made te Washington by his rela- 
tives or friends. There is one place 
only in America where these tombstones 
are made under Government supervis- 
ion, at Lee, in Berkshire County. Here 
there are magnificent white marble 
quarries, where for purity and quality 
the stone is not surpassed in any ether 
country. At these quarries 20 and 
sometimes 30 men work, year in and 
year out, quarrying the stone, polish- 
ing, cutting and packing it ready for 
shipment. 


This work is contracted for twice « 
year, and, as a rule, the lowest estimate 
gets the job, but not always. if & 
Orm that secured the centract one year 
on a low bid does net perform the work 
satisfactorily, then, though their next 
estimate may still be the lowest, their 
application is thrown out. The work !s 
closely inspected, and must be the best 
of the kind or there is trouble. As 4

American Soldiers and Sailors Not Forgotten After 
Death—Governmert Provides Tombstones. 


are no better headstones than those 
which mark the last resting places of 
Uncle Sam's noble dead. 


As before stated, these tombstones 
are furnished absolutely free upon the 
necessary application being rnade to the 
Government. This application, howev- 
er, must come from a relative of the 
dead soldier or sailor, a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, or @ eiti- 
zen of the United States. But should 
an alien make application on behalf of 
a friend who has served in the Ameri- 
can army or navy it would, of course, 
receive attention, and in all probabil- 
ity “go through.” It seldom happens, 
however, that the friend who sends in 
the claim is not @ citizen or a natural- 
ized American. 


Together with the name ef the dead 
soldier or sailor must be given the name 
of his regiment er ship. Then the mili- 
tary secretary looks up his record and 
his burying place, and the stone ts or- 
dered. The memorial tablet is shipped 
free of charge to the freight office near- 
est the cemetery where the man is 
buried, but the relatives er friends 


must themselves convey the _ stone 


thence to the place of burial. 

These tombstones have been furnished 
for many years—how many may be 
judged from the fact that nearly 600,000 
have already been provided, the whole 
of which have been taken out of the 
quarries of Vermont. The stones are 
identical in form and size, the inscrip- 
tions being the only means of telling 
one from the other. They measure 3 feet 
2 tnches tn length, and are 16 Inches 
wide. The stone Is perfectly plain, with 
the exception of a sunken shield or 
wreath. Below this are inscribed the 
name. rank, and regiment or ship of 
the dead soldier or sailor. 

This free distribution of tombstones 
is not In any way regarded as an act 
ef charity en the part ef the Govern- 
ment, but rather a right te which every 
soldier and sailer may lay claim. Nor 
must ft be theught that enly the rank 
and file make application for these 
headstones. Nothing ef the sort—they 
come in from officers of high standing. 
as well as the humblest recruits. A gen- 
eral may, however, have relatives who 
desire to honor his memory with a

tomb which will stand as a conspicuous 
landmark in the cemetery where he Mes 
buried, though he himself would pos- 
sibly prefer to simple mark of respect 
which a grateful Government provides. 

That advantage is taken of this free 
distribution is shown by the fact that 
at the quarries of Vermont are being 
made two dozen tombstones a day, while 
on occasions double that number are 
turned out. The tombstones are sent 
to all parts of the country, and should 
an American soldier die abroad and be 
buried on foreign soll, then the tomb- 
stone is forwarded, carriage paid, to 
any place his relatives desire These 
memorial stones weigh over two hun- 
dredweight, so that those which have 
already been dispatched would scale 
at least 60,000 tens.
